EDMONTON, Atla. — Nothing 
that happened in the past week 
has aroused interest in the capital 
so much as the announcement of 
Mr. Justice Ewing’s judgment- in 
the six cases appealed under the 
Reduction and Settlement of Debts 
Act passed by the special session 
of the Legislature last August. The 
act was declared to be ultra vires 
of the province and the decision 
throws the whole problem of 
debts in Alberta back where it 
stood before passing of this act.

judgments. Ontario also legislated 
prohibiting collection of interest in 
excess of 3 per cent on municipali- 
ties in default. 

It is claimed that if Mr. Justice 
Ewing’s judgment holds good in Al- 
berta a similiar decision would be 
applicable to both Quebec and On- 
taio. It has been claimed that the 
provinces have complete power 
under the B.N.A. act over the courts 
and over civil and property rights. 
The other provinces are therefore 
vitally interested in this decision. 

It is claimed by Crediter mem- 
bers that the Premier was given too 
emphatic approval of the govern- 
ment’s debt reduction plans during 
his tours of the north and south 
of the province last fall for any 
other policy to be considered in 
connection with debts. 


Since the above was written a 
moratorium for 60 days has been 
declared by the Government,

Noted War Correspondent 


Sir Percival Phillips, Veteran Journ- 
alist, Dies In London 

Sir Percival Phillips, 59, noted war 
correspondent, who recently was 
brought to London suffering from an 
illness contracted in Morocco, died of 
acute, nephritis. 

For more than 35 years Sir Perci- 
val reported , revolutions, disas- 
ters and historic events in all parts 
of the world. In 1919 he accom- 
panied the then Prince of Wales on 
his Canadian tour and as recently as 
a few months ago was in the Do- 
minion. 

He was born in the United States 
and, after reporting the: Greco-Turk- 
ish and Spanish-American wars for 
American newspapers, joined the 
staff of the London Daily Express. He 
covered the Jamaica earthquake of 
1907, revolutions in Catalonia and 
.Portugal, riots in France, the Italian 
campaign in Tripoli, the Coronation 
Durbar in India and the Balkan war 
of 1912-13. 

At the outbreak of the Great War 
he was in Belgium and remained 
there until the fall of Antwerp late 
in 1914. Then, with the exception 
of a brief assignment to the Irish re- 
bellion in 1916, reported the activities 
on the western front. He was one 
of the first five accredited war cor- 
respondents with the British forces. 

Since the war he has reported on 
every major international event or 
trips by members of the royal fam- 
ily.

Must Settle For Accidents 


Ontario Has Reciprocal Agreement 
With Six American States 

The Ontario Government announc- 
ed that Ontario motorists failing to 
satisfy motor accident judgments 
against them in six states of the 
United States and the District of 
Columbia, will lose drivers’ license 
and car permits. 

A reciprocal agreement along these 
lines has been reached with Colorado, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Maryland, Ore- 
gon, West Virginia and the District 
of Columbia, it was announced. The 
Ontario Motor Vehicles Act provides 
suspension of licenses for any motor- 
ist who fails to satisfy a judgment 
against him for more than $100, 
within 15 days of the judgment be- 
coming final. ‘ 

Until the arrangement with the 
States, the act has applied to judg- 
ments only in Canadian provinces.

New Set-Up For India 


First Responsible Government Is 
Soon To Be Elected 


Thirty million electors—of whom 
more than 5,000,000 are women—will 
shortly vote in British India on the 
first stage of responsible govern- 
ment. It’s a form of responsible 
government rigorously bound about 
by limiting safeguards, but it’s a be- 
ginning. 

It’s the beginning of the great 
scheme to creaté-a United States of 
India. ek 

The Government of India Act of 
1935 contemplated creation of a fed- 
erated India including the provinces 
of British India and those native 
states which bewilderingly dovetail 
‘into thé provinces of British India, 
states not actually British territory, 
who subjects are not British, yet ly- 
ing across main arteries of communi- 
cation, vital to the welfare of India 
as a whole. 

The section of the act granting 
autonomous government to the prov- 
inces of British India does not need 
to wait for the wider federal scheme. 
It comes into force April 1. Under it, 
legislative assemblies will be elected 
in 11 provinces of British India. Leg- 
islative councils or upper houses will, 
in addition, be chosen in Madras, 
Bombay, Bengal and United Prov- 
inces, Bihar and Assam.

Lloyd. George Had To Visit Wales 
After Declining Invitation 

In the Jubilee year the Prince of 
Wales was deputed to go to Cardiff 
to attend the Welsh Jubilee demon- 
stration. A few nights before the 
occasion there was a big party at 
Buckingham Palace, and Mr. Lioyd 
George was treated with special 
cordiality by the Prince, who said he 
had been anxiously awaiting his 
arrival as he wanted to arrange with 
him certain details of their Cardiff 
visit, about which he was/rather ner- 
vous because the occasigon was @ na- 
tional historic event and\he was at- 
tending’ not as the Prince of Wales 
but as the King’s representative.’ 

Mr. Lioyd George replied that he 
was very sorry, but he had already 
declined the invitation, 

The Prince was much disturbed and 
took him to the King, to whom the 
position was explained. The King, 
too, was disturbed, and after ex- 
pressing great sympathy with Mr. 
Lioyd George in the predicament add- 
ed that it was essential. that he 
should be with the Prince at Cardiff. 

Accordingly the King said pleas- 
antly but firmly: “As your King, Mr. 
Lloyd George, I.do not ask, but com- 
mand you to go to Cardiff with my 
son on Saturday.” Mr. Lloyd George 
then replied that he would certainly 
go. The Prince had an extra sleep- 
ing coach put on at Paddington, and 
the two travelled together.—Man- 
chester Guardian.

In New Zealand 


AUCKLAND, N.Z.--J. E. Lovelock, 
world-famous runner, has accepted 
the vice-presidency of the New 
Zealand Youth Hostel Movement. 

In his three years at Oxford, Mr. 
Loveloek tramped a good deal in 
England, and always stayed at the 
Youth Hostels. The movement in 
Néew Zealand is limited, but it has 
spread over considerable areas of 
the South Island.

Horse Is Gaining; 
No, He’s Losing 


WASHINGTON. — The horse is 
either gaining or losing popularity— 
you can take your choice. 

The census bureau reported today 
a pronounced increase, on the one 
hand, in the production of horse- 
drawn vehicles for 1935, the latest 
census on the industry. The busi- 
ness had advanced $2,092,263. from 
1933 to 1935, it said. 

Equestrians scarcely had galloped 
through the capital with the glad 
tidings when the bureau trotted out 
another bulletin. It showed a pro- 
nounced decrease in production of 
horseshoes for 1935. 

‘It’s a hard thing to put your 
finger on,” explained La Verne 
Beales, chief statistician of the bu- 
reau’s manufacturers’ division, “but 
perhaps a lot of horses are going 
without shoes.” 

“The production of horseshoes in 
the United States in 1935,” the bu- 
reau. said, “amounted to 246,635 
kegs, a decrease of nearly 21 per 
cent, as compared with 1933, and of 
nearly 70 per cent as compared with 
1925.”

to precedent.” In other words, democracy as the British peoples enjoy it, 
is a structure which has been built up step by step. as conditions and de- 
tands warranted each progressive stage.. 

It can be admitted without hesitation that. Semoeratic government has 
its weaknesses and will continue to present facets of disadvantage to the 
@ods who sit on Olympic heights and gaze down upon human endeavors 
until the day, if ever, when mankind becomes perfect. The point, however, 
is that this heritage of democracy and the freedom on which it is based 
has become 4 very precious thing to the people of Anglo-Saxon origin, no 
matter in what part of the globe they may be domiciled» It is a heritage 
that has become built into the fibre of the Brjtish peoplé and one which 
they can be counted upon to fight to the last ditch to preserve. 

_ Yet conditions the world over to-day appear to conspire to endanger 
the continued existence of the right of the British people to govern them- 
selves and of that of other countries which’ have ert aoe a self-expressive 
type of administration. 

Right and left wing Eaves countries are again engaged in a mad 
scramble to build up powerful war machines, each one vying to outdo an 
imaginary opponent or group of opponents, resulting in the construction of 
such a terrifying aggregation of armaments of such tremendous destructive 
potentialities as to thoroughly alarm the democratic countries, who to-day 
find their armies and equipment practically impotent in comparison, and to 
force them into the mad competition, if only for purely defensive necessity. 

Already some of the countries which started the race for martial 
Supremacy have at their command forces which far exceed, numerically and 
in power, anything that was unleashed in the Great War of 1914-18 but also 
Overshadow the effective defensive machines of the democratic countries, 
of which Great Britain is the recognized leader on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

The yery existence of such. tremendous fighting machines constitute a 
serious menace to the peace of Europe and perhaps of the whole world, for 
democracies have awakened to a realization that they must sooner or later 
be dragged into any conflict involving several of the more important con- 
tinental. powers and that if they are unprepared for defence, if not for 
aggression, they are inviting: disaster, involving possibly a complete: rout 
and disintegration of democracy. 

This, at any rate, is the attitude and the viewpoint of the British peo- 
ple at the moment and they are. hi g@ their weak fences at con-, 
siderable expense to the taxpayers, so that they may not be caught off 
guard and impotent. As chief. exponent and- custodian of democracy in 
Europe they realize that they have serene important to protect, not 
only for themselves but for others, ; 

With the League of Nations now little better than a broken prop the 
British recognize they must. rely upon themselves and. their own resources 
of men, munitions and equipment for the defence. of democracy in Burope, 
~ should necessity for defence arise, and they have reasonable, grounds for fear 
that. such occasion may be precipitated in view-of the aggressive and mili- 
tant trend which is being displayed in some of ‘the continental countries.

Motor Accidents In U.S. 


Deaths Reach A Total Of 38,500 
In 1936 : 

Motor vehicles accident deaths in 
the United States reached record 
total of 38,500 in 1936, the National 
Safety Council said, exceeding the 
previous mark of 37,000 set in 1935. 

Tornadoes, floods, excessive heat 
and increased employment helped 
push the 1936 total of accident deaths 
from all causes to 111,000, wiping out 
the 1934 record of 101,139. 

The council added that accidents 
permanently disabled about 400,000 
persons and temporarily disabled 
10,300,000’ others. 

Council figures showed that while 
traffic deaths increased four per cent. 
in number, automobile registration 
jumped eight per cent. over the 1935 
total to 28,270,000, ‘‘a greater num- 
ber than ever before’ travelled 
American streets and highways,” and 
that these vehicles travelled 225,000,- 
000,000 miles; ‘of 22,000,000,000 more 
than in any other recorded year.

Inventor Of Automatic Fire Control 
System Of Warships Dies In 
London 

Arthur Joseph Hungerford Pollen, 
expert on naval gunnery, who wrote 
an article that forced the reorgan- 
ization of the British Admiralty, died 
recently in London, the New York 
Times reported. He was 70. 

Pollen was the inventor of the 
“A C” automatic fire-control system 
for warships. He received a Govern- 
ment award of £30,000 ($150,000) for 
his inventions which revolutionized 
the whole system of naval gunnery 
and fire-control. 

Pollen was a severe critic of Ad- 
miral Jellicoe, whom he charged with 
having thrown away a chance to win 
the war in the Battle of Jutland in 
1916.

Immensity Of Task In Preparing 

Westminster Abbey For The Event 

Some idea of the immensity of the 
tante of preparing Westminster Abbey 
for the coronation, next. May 12 is 
given in a statement issued by the 
| Office of works: 

The processional way, 17 feet wide, 
will lead from ‘the west, door past the 
choir stalls to the raised coronation 
theatre. It will be covered with a 
plain blue carpet, 173 feet long and 
manufactured in one piece without 
any seam. 

Two tiers of rising seats will be 
set up in the nave on both sides of 
the processional way and three tiers 
in the north and south transepts. 
There will be other seats in the tri- 
fortum and ina balcony to be built 
over the west door. 

The royal box will be in the south 
side of the sanctuary. The lower box 
will have chairs in front of it and 
the frontal of the box above it will 
be decorated with braids and a rich- 
ly-embroidered royal coat of arms. 

The floors of the coronation the- 
atre, the sanctuary and Edward the 
Confessor’s chapel will be covered in 
a specially-woven carpet of pale gold. 
The design of the thrones is based, 
as at the last coronation, upon the 
historic early Stuart chair now at 
Knole park, near Sevenoaks, belong- 
ing to Lord Sackville. The thrones 
will be covered in plain crimson 
fabric, enriched by tassels, fringes 
and embroidered royal coats of arms. 

Eleven weeks of grand opera will 
be given dt Covent Garden. — It will 
be the longest season for many years, 
extending from April 19 to June 30. 

Eight new ‘productions are: among 
the 20 operas which will be given. 
They will be sung in four languages— 
German, Italian, French and English. 
The English work is “Don Huan de 
Manara,” by Eugene Gomssens, with 
a libretto written by the late-Arnold 
Bennett. 


Advice Of Off Guide 


Man Lost In Woods Should Follow 
Any Kind Of Stream 

A letter from one of the oldest, if 
not the oldest, guides in Halifax, an 
octogenarian as'spry on his feet to- 
day as Many a man in his thirties, 
calls attention to a simple practical 
method by which the man lost in the 
woods may find his way out.

One ton of coal up there costs 
over $100 and most Reginans could 
keep their homes cosy and warm all 
winter for that much money.

Eskimos never use 
it and their fuel consists of seal oil 
which they burn in lamps for cook- 
ing and for heat in their igloos. A 
little coal is used by the white men 
who live in the territory.

The ques- ' 
tion of International Trade conditions 

is carefully analyzed in the fourth 

annual Agricultural Situation and 

Outlook, which has been published by 

the Dominion Departments of Agri- 

culture and Trade and Commerce, 

Trade in agricultural foodstuffs has 
not recovered to the same extent as 
has been shown for some other pro- 
ducts. This fact is attributed to the 
shift in production which has taken 
place in the countries normally con- 
sidered as importers of agricultural 
produce. These countries, chiefly in 
Western Europe, have for economic, 
political, military and social reasons, 
encouraged the production of more 
home grown foodstuffs. This has been 
accomplished by the erection of; high 
tariff barriers and the use of many 
new barriers to trade. In_ recent 
months there has been evidence of 
some relaxation of these trade bar- 
riers. This change of attitude gives 
a somewhat brighter outlook to the 
world trade picture. Another fea- 
ture which is tending to relieve the 
situation is the trade agreement 
policies being effected, chiefly by the 
United States and Canada. 

The uncertainty of currency ex- 
change has been a factor impeding 
world trade in recent years and the 
decision of France to devalue the 
franc, in co-operation with Great 
Britain and the United States, has 
had a settling effect on foreign ex- 
changes. 

For the fiscal year ended March 
81, 1936, Canada exported agricul- 
tural produce valued at $290,488,000. 
This was an increase of 10.7 per cent. 
over the previous year. Approxi- 
mately 64 per cent. of the farm ma- 
terials exported go to Great Britain 
and 21 per cent. to the United States.
